On October 12, 1971 I was informed by an interested party 
that Scoutmaster Jon Michael Blum of Troop 206 was under investi- 
gation by the Phoenix Arizona Police for "child molesting"* 

I contacted the Phoenix Police Department, explaining who 
I was and asked if Jon M. Blum was under investigation. Because 
of legal technicalities, the police could not tell me anything. 

I then called a member of the detective bureau who I know 
and explained the situation, telling him that if the allegations 
were true then I would take the necessary steps to remove Jon Blum 
from Scoutings 1 roster. 

The official records of the Phoenix Arizona Police list 
the fol lowing: 

A. In 1966, subject individual was arrested and charged with 
"child molesting and sodomy 11 . When appearing in court, 
subject was permitted to plead guilty to a lesser charge of 
"aggravated assult". He was placed on "five years 
probation". 

B. In 1969, Blum was again arrested and charged with "contri- 
buting to the deliquency of a minor". Since he was on 
probation, his probation was revoked and he was sentenced 
to "one year" with credit given for the time spent in jail 
awaiting trial . 

From February 14, 1969 to August 28, 1969 Jon was held in 
the Maricopa County Jail. From August 28, 1969 to March 25, 
1970 he was an inmate of the Arizona State Prison.

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Jon Michael Blum was born on April 1 5 , 1947 in Phoenix, 
Arizona. He has lived all of this time in Arizona except for 
9 months in New Jersey, 1 1/2 years in South Dakota, and 23 
months in California between the ages of 12-16* 

He is Caucasian, 5*11" tall, weight 150, has brown hair, 
and hazel eyes. He has never been married and presently lives 
at 2124 West Cactus Wren in Phoenix. 

He registered as a volunteer Scouter in the Theodore 
Roosevelt Council on October 2, 1970. 

On October 14, 1971 Jon walked into my office and I confronted 
him about these facts. He said he had walked in to resign because 
he was under the impression the police had him under investigation 
for "aiding and abetting a juvenile". He freely admitted the 
above were facts. 

He also stated that he had discussed with his probation 
officer the idea of becoming a Scoutmaster before he volunteered 
to become a volunteer Scouter. The officer supposedly encouraged 
him to join Scouting and not to voluntarily tell of his prison 



I explained to Jon that unfortunately, the probation officer 
did not work for Scouting and that we could not accept a person 
in the Scouting ranks with such a police record. Jon agreed and 
I asked for his "registration card". He did not have the card on 
his person, but said he would bring it into me along with the 
troop equipment that he has in his possession. 

Jon was also a National Rifle Association Instructor and 
was conducting a training session for the N.R.A. His N.R.A. 
instructors permit has been suspended. 

Blum was very hospitable during this interview which was 
conducted in the presence of John C. Kitchel, Director of Field 
Service, Theodore Roosevelt Council, Inc.
